Child safety 
seat update 

California’s 32 months with a child 
safety seat law have produced “very en¬ 
couraging results” but the use of seats 
“remains far below what we had hoped for 
at this point,” Highway Patrol Commis¬ 
sioners James E. Smith said recently. 

The CHPs review of the safety seat 
program shows that: 

e Total casualties among younsters 
under 4 years of age fell convincing¬ 
ly — from 4725 in 1982 before the law 
went Into effect to 4234 last year. 
• Enforcement has traced a steady 
upward spiral. The 1983 total of 6315 
citations accelerated to 11,879 in 
1984 and the count for the first eight 
months this year is 10,283. 

Deaths initially increased (trom 46 
in 1982 to 60 in 1983) while injuries plunged 
almost 10%. 

Deaths started to drop the next year 
(1094), totaling 57, while injuries declined 
another 2%. 

Deaths continue to show improve¬ 
ment in 1985, while injuries have leveled 
off. Year-to-year comparisons with 1984 
(first 6 months), reveal 22 deaths this 
year, 30 in 1984, 2011 injuries this year, 
2007 in 1984. 

Commissioner Smith said that recent 
California estimates indicate 40% of par¬ 
ents with children under 4 are not yet 
using safety seats. Of the estimated 60% 
who have acquired safety seats, only 50% 
use them correctly. 

California’s child safety seat law took 
effect Jan. 1,1983. It requires parents and 
guardians of youngsters under 4 years of 
age or under 40 pounds to place their 
children in a federally-approved seat, pro¬ 
perly buckled into the vehicle with the 
youngster fastened in correctly. Young¬ 
sters riding with other than a parent or 
guardian, must be placed in a child safety 
seat or an available seat belt.

Now that you’ve got that emergency fund 
salted down and proper insurance, take a good 
look at what your standard of living really 
costs you. Make a list (again) and see what 
can be ousted or cut down. 

1 hen see what some things really cost you. 
After a house, the next biggest buy for most is 
automobiles. But there’s a right way and wrong 
way to buy wheels. 

Say you’re a young couple, around 30. 
Together you make $40,(XX). You’re tired of 
that DeSoto you’ve had for years, and you 
cave in to all the intense pressure to buy, 
aimed mostly at the young. Your new Teriyaki 
Fujimoto sports car costs $17,(XX), you get 
$1(X)0 for the DeSoto, so you finance $16,000 
(forget T&l. for now) over 5 years @ 9%, 
which is $7200. 

Used to finance the car, that $7200 is 
gone. BUT: invested at current rates, in a 
little more than 20 years, that S72(X) will 
have grown to about $125,000! (Versus a 
reasonable alternative — buying a $5000 car, 
$1000 for the DeSoto and say $I(XX) cash, 
leaving $30(X) to finance over 3 years. Result: 
$810 finance charges instead of $72(X)!) 

Of course, the same numbers apply to any 
major purchase, and even more so to buying 
a home — the reason why terms and fi¬ 
nancing often mean much more than the price 
of the house.

World scientists unite 
to see Haiiey^s ‘periheiion’ 


By Jeff Miedema 

Halley’s Comet travels through the inner solar 
system and past earth every 76 years. However, 
never in all of its visits has Halley’s been so ex¬ 
tensively studied as it will be in 1986. 

Halley is currently inside the orbit of Jupiter 
and has been on the innermost leg of its trip to¬ 
wards the sun since 1949. 

“Perihelion,” the point of Halley’s closest 
approach to the sun, will occur Feb. 9 at a dis¬ 
tance of 55 million miles. This will allow for some 
additional time for the International Halley Watch 
(IHW) to continue in its preparation for Halley’s 
visit. IHW is already responsible for organizing 900 
professional astronomers from 47 countries, 450 
amateur astonomers, and 100 cooperating observa¬ 


tories. 

The lead center for the western hemisphere 
and Japan ITW will be stat ioned at JPL in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The University of Erlonger - Nurnberg in West 
Germany will be the lead center for the eastern 
'hemisphere along with Asia, Europe and Africa. 
The United States and NASA have budgeted $10 
million for the IHW in the hope that four goals 
will be met by that organization. Advocate parti¬ 
cipation and coordinate observations, standardize 
methods in reporting, and to archive the results. 

IHW observers from Caltech have already spot¬ 
ted Halley’s in October, 1982, by using a 200-inch 
telescope.

The Tucker house featured in the Sept. 19 
issue of The News and written by Jeff Miedema, 
brings to mind other homes built here by Tucker. 

James Dunning Tucker was from Bromley, 
England and made his living there painting church 
murals and decorating pipe organs. Sierra Madre’s 
first physician, Dr. Frederick Gresham, was also 
English and had practiced in Bromley. He wrote 
back there about Sierra Madre’s salubrious climate. 

Wheti Tucker became ill, he took Dr. Gre¬ 
sham’s advice and brought his wife and five 
children to Sierra Madre, settling here. Another 
daughter was born here. Tucker, as many others 
did, regained his health. 

The great southern California land boom of 
1886 to 1888 was over by the time the family 
came atid times were hard. Tucker took to paint¬ 
ing houses and carriages to earn a living. But he 
also did fine paintings and painted murals for the 
stage of the old town hall and for the old 
Cobblestone Bethany Church. Both of these build¬ 
ings are now gone. 

In 1906, Sierra Madre’s old Victorian-style 
second school house located in Kersting Court 
was razed to make way for the P.E. depot. By 
then, the old school had been enlarged to a three- 
room building. Tucker purchased the material from

this razed building and used it to build a home 
that stands today at 43 Sierra Place. 

Tucker, at that time, owned the Sierra Place 
area down to Lowell. 

This home was purchased by the Alan Borns 
in January of 1944 from a school teacher named 
Miss Judson. The Borns had lived in Inglewood 
but the fog there affected Mr. Born’s health and 
he was advised by his doctor to move. 

Mrs. Born says they have always enjoyed the 
home, but the very large windows from the school- 
house that were placed in this home have proved 
a problem when purchasing drapes. 

There is a smaller home north of the Born’s 
at 25 Sierra Place that had been the school’s 
pavilion. This was also moved by Tucker and made 
into a home.

Tucker’s own home was around the corner at 
111 Suffolk where he lived until his death in 
1934. It has been torn down and replaced by an 
apartment building.

Eleanor, or Nellie as she was called, wrote 
religious stories for children. The Born’s son, John, 
enjoyed going over and having Aunt Nellie read 
her stories to him. 

Tucker’s grandson is Bobby Clark. Clark own¬ 
ed a paint and body shop here at the corner of 
Auburn and Sierra Madre Blvd. for many years. 
His mother was the late Alice Clark about whom 
Miedema wrote. Tucker also built another house on 
Lowell still standing just east of the Alice Clark 
home. 

Bobby Clark said after his mother died, he 
found seaman’s papers for his grandfather Tucker 
among his mother’s belongings. He said also that 
when Tucker was a seaman, he was on board a 
ship that laid cable going from England to Cuba.

These are some of the questions readers have 
been asking as various suggestions and requests 
for CRA expenditures and projects have surfaced 
at recent Sierra Madre City Council meetings.

The CRA, or Community Redevelopment 
Agency, is a legal ploy, set up some years past 
to enable cities to retain a greater share of property 
tax revenue for the purpose of rehabilitating 
“blighted areas” within their boundaries. 

This has been interpreted rather broadly over 
the years to include almost any capital improve¬ 
ment (as opposed to maintenance) within the desig¬ 
nated CRA district, or, if outside the district, de¬ 
clare to be of benefit to it. 

Sierra Madre adopted its CRA plan in 1974, 
designating the CRA district as encompassing the 
commercial and manufacturing areas and one block 
each side, all of Sierra Madre Blvd. from Sierra

Upon adoption of the CRA plan and district 
designation in 1975, the assessed valuation of all 
properties within the district were frozen and all 
property tax receipts on successfully higher valua¬ 
tions above that frozen base are allocated to the 
CRA fund, rather than being divided among num¬ 
erous agencies such as schools, county. Flood Con¬ 
trol, Water District, etc., as are the base property 
taxes. 

Prop. 13 eroded the largess considerably, but 
the tax increments have now increased again to a 
hefty annual income for the CRA. 

It is a separate legal entity from the city, al¬ 
though the two are inseparable in many ways. The 
CRA board of directors, for example, is com¬ 
prised of the five City Council members. The CRA 
staff is city staff, wearing CRA hats for part of 
their duties. The city bills the CRA for all ex- 
pcnse.s incurred in conducting CRA business. 

The City Hall, Police & Fire Facility, built with 
$1,200,000 of CRA bond issues in 1975 and 1977, 
was the initial CRA project. Debt .service on these 
bonds, currently averaging around $95,000 per year. 


will continue until the year 2007. 

There has been no major CRA project under¬ 
taken since the initial one. 

The city leases the City Hall and Safety Facility 
from the CRA, which reimburses the city by the 
same amount — one of those odd-ball legal ac¬ 
counting procedures which serve only to confuse 
the layman. 

As of 2007, when the bonds are paid off, 
the city will own both facilities and the CRA will 
be out of business, unless it comes up with further 
indebtedness to justify continued existence. 

So much for “What is the CRA and where 

does its money come from?” 

With this background, our next article will 
look at the remaining questions on the CRA money.
